Gains Trade Lost By Britain

ROME, June 13—Europe’s roulette 
wheel of diplomacy has just spun a |

cause of the recent espionage trial 
of the British engineers in Moscow. 


Before that development, Italy 
and Russia had virtually abandoned 
hope of reaching a new trade agree- | 
ment to take the place of that which! 
had been allowed to lapse. | 

International politics entered into 
the picture, too, for Premier Mus- | 
solini saw that his disciple in Fas- 
cism, Chancellor Hitler, was at first | 
guiding the foreign policy of Ger- 
many against Russia. 

But now Germany seems inclined | 
to be on friendly terms with Russia, 
while Italy, finding no “international | 
complications” in the way, has seiz- 
ed upon the opportunity of the Brit- 
ish embargo to take over as much 
Russian trade as possible. 

In his spacious office at Palazzo 
Venezia, Premier Mussolini and S 
R. Levenson, Soviet Russia's com- 
mercial representative in Italy, have | 
just affixed their signatures to two} 
commercial accords; one relating to| 
tariffs and the other to guarantee 
of credits for shipments between the | 
two countries. 

Russia is understood to have! 
pledged purchase of more than $18,- 
000,000 worth of Italian manufac- | 
tures and chemicals during the year | 
1933, while Italy in turn has agreed | 
to buy raw material such as coal, | 
wood, and oil from Russia. | 

Indicating that Russia granted | 
special concessions previously de- | 
nied, the new accords provide for | 
shorter terms to Russia.

LONDON, June 13.—Efforts of 
the United States delegation to 
the world economic conference to 
secure the chairmanship of the 
monetary committee were de- 
scribed last night as unsuccessful 
thus far, owing to the solid oppo- 
sition of the French and other 
delegations which are opposed to 
American monetary policies.

A CHANCE TO REPATR DAMAGES 


The new trade treaty between Canada and 
France has been proclaimed. That it will improve 
trade relations is the confident hope at Ottawa, 
and is to be expected. It could hardly make them 
worse than they have been. 


Since Canada repudiated the former treaty a 
year ago the two countries have been fighting, 
each to exclude the products of the other, with 
marked success on both sides. Canada’s exports 
to France for the remaining half of last year 
slumped 59 per cent. Wheat exports to that coun- 
try for the whole year went down 22 per cent, 
two-thirds of the loss following repudiation of the 
treaty. British Columbia's canned salmon export 
to France simply stopped when the treaty was 
cancelled. 

Under the new treaty British Columbia will 
have a chance to rebuild this trade, since France 
is to admit its salmon at the lowest effective rate 
of duty. What concessions are granted on other 
and equally important Canadian export products 
is not clear in detail. It is to be supposed they 
also are drawn with the object of ending the 
economic war by truce. 

If so, the net result of the year’s trade hostilities 
will be that we have lost a year’s export business 
in the French republic, together with the complete 
dislocation of trade connections there which will 
now have to be re-established. 

A doubtful feature is that the new treaty is only 
to run for a year, unless neither country lodges a 
protest. If the treaty is what it should be, and is 
claimed to be, the term should be longer. 


ANOTHER ROUND WITH PETER 

Peter Verigin has been thrust into the limelight 
again. He was arrested in Winnipeg on a warrant 
secured by the immigration authorities, tried in a 
closed court of immigration officials, and ordered 
deported. A stay of proceedings was granted, in 
order that an appeal could be made to Hon. W. A. 
Gordon, minister of immigration, whose deputy 
started the action. 

The specific complaint is that Verigin is an alien 
residing in Canada after having been convicted on 
a criminal charge. There is nothing new in that. 
He was convicted a year ago, and has been residing 
in Canada ever since, part of the time in the Prince 
Albert jail. 

If that is the real, and the only, ground upon 
which his deportation is being sought, it is strange 
that proceedings were not taken sooner. For 
months Verigin has peen travelling about Canada 
as he willed. He could have been arrested, on the 
ground now alleged, the day after the Halifax judge 
turned him loose 

The inference is rather strong that Peter has 
been tacitly allowed freedom on probation since he 
was released, with the intention that he should not 
be further molested if he kept clear of further 
illegal acts, and that he is suspected now of having 
committed some new offence in the meantime. 
Otherwise, the belated action of the authorities only 
adds anothet and obscure chapter to the serio- 
comic record of their dealings with Peter 

In any event, it is to be hoped particular care 
will be taken this time to give Peter all the oppor- 
tunity due him under British justice to establish 
his right to stay in Canada. The former attempt 
to kidnap and railroad him out of the country was 
more than “plenty” of that kind of procedure. What 
happens to Peter may not be publicly important 
It is to the last degree importent that law be ad- 
ministered in Canada in the spirit and letter of 
fairness, and not by “strong arm” methods. 


THE “GROW LESS WHEAT” 


POLICY 


Premier Bracken explains that the governments 
of the three prairie provinces took upon themselves 
the responsibility of advising Premier Bennett to 
angle at the London conference for an tgreement 
among the great exporting countries to restrict the 
acreage in each of them that may be seeded to 
wheat, 

That throws light upon the recent international 
wheat conference at Geneva and London, where 
Mr. Ferguson, representing Canada, undertook to 
line up the exporting countries in an agreement 
of the kind. Only, by the way, to be promptly 
informed that Australia would have nothing to do 
with the scheme. Mr. Ferguson was acting on 
instructions from Ottawa, instructions which 
Ottawa formulated at the suggestion and with the 
approval of the prairie governments. 

The policy thus announced is designed to help 
the Canadian wheat grower financially by com- 
pelling him to grow less wheat, if growers in other 
exporting countries are similarly restrained by law. 
That, in the light of Mr. Bracken's statement, is 
to be accepted as the policy of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and the three prairie provincial govern- 
ments. 

The responsibility these four governments have 
thus assumed is rather large, and with a good 
many involved problems to be solved. These will 
eppear im due course if and as the program is trans-

lated into practice. If the matter is pressed it is 
fairly likely to be a main issue in a federal and 
three provincial general elections. 

On the bald question of restriction there cannot 
be much room for argument. If less wheat were 
grown in the world the price of wheat would go up; 
that seems certain enough. The point is whether 
cutting down the acreage in exporting countries 
only would shorten the world supply enough to 
raise the price to a level that would compensate 
the grower for his smaller crop. 

What has occurred in Europe in the last five 
years suggests that something quite different might 
happen. The countries there which formerly im- 
ported wheat in enormous quantities have been 
importing less in recent years, and growing more 
wheat at home. True, they have done this by 
adopting all sorts of uneconomic devices, such as 
bonuses, sky high tariffs, and quotas. But the point 
is that they have done it and are doing it. 

The surplus that has depressed world prices was 
not all grown in the exporting countries. If the 
exporting countries arbitrarily cut down production 
there is at least a pretty strong hint that the im- 
porting countries would speed up production and 
leave the exporters with a possibly reduced surplus 
but no market. That would be several times worse 
than the present situation. 

* If restriction is,to accomplish the end of higher 
prices, it seems obvious that the importing coun- 
tries must be taken into the deal and got to agree 
that they will buy wheat rather than resort to 
artificial means to stimulate home production. 
According to Mr. Bracken’s explanation, four Cana- 
dian governments have overlooked that phase of 
the question entirely in framing their plans to 
curtail production in Canada and other exporting 
countries

If is 
just as easy to be a good horse- 
man as it is to be an amateur 
Hundreds of horses that are 
spoiled every year in the breaking 
is deplorable, and how many are 
ruined afterwards by neglect of 
common rules of horse sense is 


appeling. The horse has more 
sense than lots of people who 
drive them. Why should a herse 


want to run away from you u he 
knows you are his best friend’ 
If you are his enemy why shvuld 
he not want to run awey trom 
you? 

There are only seven words a 
horse ever needs learn to be a 
perfect work horse, but those sev- 
en words he has to know perfect- 
ly and accurately, and act accord- 
ingly. Those seven words are, 
“His name”, ‘Come here”, “Get- 
up", “Whoa”, “Back”, “Gee”, 
‘Haw". Some people, especially 
women, try to teach a horse @ 
lot of baby talk. That might be 
all right for a spoiled Shetland 
pony but is not required for a 
sensible, good - natured work 
horse. To go into details of how 
to teach the horse these words 
perfectly, does not allow space 
here, but a horse should be brok- 


standing as there is between a 
shephard and his dog. Watch the 


wonderful sheep dog trials, and 
then go home and, if your horse 
is in the other end of the field, 
whistle or shout his name, and 
“Come here”, and see if he comes. 
If not,,he is not broken; you are 
not his friend. These are the only 
words a work horse ever need 
learn out of harness. 

Indifference to cere on the part 
of some people is how horses are 
abused, and don't learn proper 
manners. I have seen some idiots 
lashing and hitting a horse over 
the head, with the remark, “I will 
learn you what I tell you", or 
such like, but a horse never 
learns any good that way, he only 
learns to detest and distrust all 
idiots that walk on two legs. 

A school of horsemanship, as 
they have in the army, or in some 
of the agricultural districts of 
Germany. would be a good thing 
seeing the horse is coming into 
its own, Some people think the 
Western broncho is hard to break, 
but the only reason is that those 
people don't know how to break 
them. They are in too big ea 
hurry. Nobody learned to walk

The Passing Show

sailing ships. 

The annual grain race for windjammers ‘trom 
Australia to Great Britain has just ended with 
victory for the four-masted barque Pamir which 
took 92 days from Port Adeliade to Famouth Head. 
This is four days slower than the 86 day trip of the | 
four-masted ship Herzogen Cecile of two years ago 
which finished fourth in this year's race. The other 
contestants include the four-masted ship L’AVenir 
and the four-masted barque Pommern. The 
Penang which was sighted by the Pamir when both 
vessels were rounding the Horn in a gale, has not 
yet been reported. She then reported the loss of 
a lifeboat. 

I have some pictures of the fierzogen Cecile 
taken from the rigging of the Pommern on a@ pre- 
vious trip when both vessels were in sight of each 
other for days. This yearly grain race is to old 
salts what the fishermen’s race is between the 
prides of the Lunenberg and Gloucester fleets. 
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But to return to the Baroness, whom none of the 
writers have neglected. She is a young widow, and 
fond of the sea. She wanted the thrill of being on 
one of the great ships in the race, Naturally she 
chose the Herzogen Cecile, which is regarded as 
the swiftest of the fleet. She sailed from Copen- 
hagen in the Herzogen Cecile and made the return 
passage on her. Old sailors who always looked 
amiss on having either a woman or a parson on 
board, will not look far for the reason why the 
Cecile Herzogen had bad winds and took 41 days 
to reach the Horn, and 115 days before she had 
Falmouth Head on her beam. 

The parson superstition goes back to before: the 
time when the sailors of Ninevah threw the prophet 
Jonah overboard, just as less than a hundred years 
ago a Russian Finn might share the seme fate. 
The prejudice against women probably had a more 
pertinent grounding. My mother, in her days as a 
bride at sea on a China tea clipper, used to value 
highly the exception the crew made in her case. 
Perhaps, except the captain to whom a speedy trip 
is the test of his mettle, many on board thought 
the delayed trip with the young and beautiful bar- 
oness as a passenger had its compensations. 
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The dangers of the trip from Australia te Great 
Britain are the perils of the sea. Venturing into 
Chinese waters in the old days included the risk 
of pirates—a rifk not yet entirely eliminated. 
Within the past month several coastal steamers 
were captured by Chinese pirates and but a few 
years back, when she was carrying a great quan- 
tity of specie, one of the Pacific Empresses was 
kept within a half hour call of a British warship 
hull down on the horizon. 

Turning over the pages of an old diary of my 
father for the years 1864-7--chiefly a record of 
storms and perils and fights and insubordinations 
and such untoward events I find some that tell 
Here is one, dated April, 
1864 telling of the trials of the barque Hadassah 
while proceeding from Hong Kong to Bangkok: 

Friday, April 29, 1864: Light airs and calm. 

We are now very close to the coast of Cochin, 
China, and the weather is most fearfully hot. 
We were rather startled this morning by a large 
boat coming pulling after us. We loaded the 
firearms and made ready to receive them. As 
they got within easy hailing distance under the 
stern they sheered and went inshore. They 
were not fishermen nor was she a cargo boat. 
I think if we had not been so high out of the 
water they would have let us know their pro- 
fession, but fortunately we had no contest with 
them 

We had a light sea breeze during the after- 
noon. 

Saturday, April 30: Dragging along close 
inshore, sometimes at anchor with the small 
kedge to prevent us drifting to the northward. 
At 5 p.m. we got a worse fright than yesterday, 
A small boat and six natives came off to us and 
reported that two junks under. sail to wind- 
ward, and one junk anchored inshore (the one 
that came so close to us yesterday) were three 
pirate junks. 

The chief of the boat went through a great 
deal of motion in the way of dropping on his 
knees in the bottom of the boat and rising, a 
knife or a small axe across his throat to show 
what we might expect. It created anything but 
a pleasant sensation, 

We had noticed the smal] junk coming down 
alongside inside of us but we could not under- 
stand his business. This was a pretty fix, with 
two junks lying by for night to attack us. We 
got everything in readiness. They were pull- 
ing down towards us with their long sweeps 
when a light breeze sprang up from the south- 
ward. Just at dusk we got our head canted off- 
shore, weighed the anchor and stood out with 
a light air of wind. It was a very unpleasant 
night to us. 

We were al] eagerly on the lookout for 
them, expecting them to close with us in the 
dark. Toward morning the breeze freshened 
to about a 21% knot breeze. When daylight came 
we could see neither land nor sail and were 
able to breathe freely again. 
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One thing Jimmy McLarnin will do for Canada 
and the spread of exact knowledge in the great 
republic to the south. There will no longer be 
any doubt as to who is the greatest living Cana- 
dian 

Recently a questionnaire on Canada was sent 
to 1267 high school students selected from high

R. B. Bennett 46 votes; Percy Williams, the 
sprinter, 24 votes; Eddie Shore, hockey player, 16 
votes and J. Ramsay Macdonald, the British Prime 
Minister, 12 votes. 

After this it won't surprise you to know that 
some of the students included the following sen- 
tences in their knowledge of Canada: 

“I know nothing about Canada except that 
most of the people live in old villages and are 
not very rich.” 

“There isn't anything in Canada to interest 
Americans but their liquor.”

Health and Diet Advice

OTHER DISORDERS OFTEN MIS-DIAGNOSED 
AS APPENDICITIS 
There is no longer the craze for removing ap- 
pendices that there was about thirty years ago 
when it was claimed that everyone was healthier 


so far as to advocate the removal of appendices in 
every infant. The fad was so popular that many

people with perfectly healthy appendices and no 
trouble whatever in. the abdomen had the opera. 
tion performed. Those operations were undoubted. 
ly a waste of time and money and an unnecessary 
assault upon the body. About the only thing one 
could put on the credit side of the ledger was the 
pleasure some of these folks got while telling about 
their operations. 

The theories to account for appendicitis were 
also numerous and most of them were wrong. For 
some reason the real cause is ignored and a num- 
ber of fantastic causes were invented, one of the 
most prevalent being the berry seed theory. Thi: 
is beause many years ago a surgeon found some 
strawberry seeds in the appendix of the patient 
upon whom he operated. The news was flashed to 
all parts of the world and served to develop a fear 
in the minds of people toward berries and fruit 
containing small seed. The truth is that seeds are 
very rarely found in the appendix during an op- 
eration and, in fact, such an instance is so very 
unusual as to never be cited as the main cause. The 
appendix really has a peristalic movement of its 
own and, when healthy, is able to disgorge such 
small particles as seeds that may enter it, 

At the present time there is a tendency to blame 
focal infection for appendicitis, just as the teeth, 
tonsils, sinuses, etc., have been blamed for rheu- 
matism and arthritis. Why the real cause of 
appendicitis should be ignored for so long a time 
is somewhat of a mystery though it is very appar- 
ent to any physician who thoroughly understands 
diagnosis. In spite of the wide-spread belief that 
appendicitis strikes perfectly healthy people with- 
out warning, such is not the case. There are years 
of repeated warning, which, if recognized, would 
avoid the need of rushing to the hospital for 


appendectomy. 
This disease is so readily prevented and so 
dangerous if improperly treated that everyone 


should study the methods for preventing its de- 
velopment. The real cause of the inflammation of 
the appendix is a primary inflammation of the 
portion of the colon to which the appendix is 
attached. This condition frequently exists for years 
before the appendix becomes affected, Even after 
the appendix becomes inflamed, abscesses rarely 
form except after continued dietetic abuses. The 
appendix is chronically inflamed for a long time 
before the body tries the drastic measure of acute 
inflammation. Chronic appendicitis may be sus- 
pected when one has recurring pains in the right 
side together with the presence of a large amount 
of gas in that section of the colon. During periods 
of discomfort in that region the soft ballooned 
colon can usually be felt with a gentle pressure of 
the fingers. 

Inflammation of the colon may be brought on 
by several conditions, the most frequent of which 
is constipation or a delay of the food wastes that 
are passing up the ascending colon. Remember 
that the appendix is the lower-most part of the 
portion of the colon that ascends almost straight 
upward for a distance of from twelve to fourteen 
inches. There is, consequently, the weight of grav- 
ity to contend with if the colon walls are not func- 
tioning perfectly because of inflammation or be- 
cause of obstructions or kinks near the upper end 
of the ascending colon. In most cases of append- 
icitis it will be found that the stomach and in- 
testines are badly ‘prolapsed into the lower abdo- 
men when the patient stands up. The cramped in- 
testines can, therefore, not function properly and 
an irritation is set up throughout the entire length 
of the lower digestive tract.

Coupons Would Be 
Good For Food At 
Any Store In City 


Approval of Two Gov's.to LIABILITIES 


Scheme Will be Sought | 
by Council 


Recipients of civic rieief will 
henceforth be given food allow-| 
ences in the form of 25-cent tickets 
@r coupons good for food only and 
exchangeable at any store in the 
tity, if a decision made Monday 
hight by city council on a recom- 
mendation submitted by the ad- 
visory committee on unemploy- 


ment meets with the approval of 
the other two governments. 

The stand taken by council was 
contrary to the recommendation of 
commissioners, Which follows: 
“Your commissioners are of opin- 
fon that the issue of ticket: or cou- 
pons for food supplies cannot be 
adopted unless the government 
were, prepared to endorse the prin- 
ciple, and up to the present time 
there has been no indication on the 

rt of the government of their 
Being in favor of any departure 
from the present system of relief.” 

Council, in giving its support to 
this scheme, instructed commis- 
sioners to bring the matter to the 
atteniton of the provincial govern- 
ment with a view to securing its 
sanction to the move. This is 
necessary due to the fact that the 
province pays one-third of the total 
civic relief bill. 


HOPE FOR SETTLEMENT 

The suggestion made by the un- 
employment body that during the 
week that married men are work- 
ing on relief work an addition to 
their regular relief allowance be 
made of $1 per week for food was 
referred back to the commissioners 
on the motion of Ald. C. L. Gibbs. 
In speaking to his motion, the 
alderman said he hoped the offi- 
cials would find some way of 
meeting the request of the com- 
mittee. 

An alternative to this suggestion 
was proposed by Ald. J. H. Ogilvie, 
who proposed that unemployed 
work for the city for ten half-days 
for a two-week period rather than 
the five whole days in one week, as 
at present. This did not meet with 
the approval of the aldermen. 

Ald. Ogilvie said that in his opin- 
fon there would be no need for an 
extra food allowance for the work- 
ing men if their daily working 
hours were cut down and more 
conveniently distributed. 

He could not understand why 
there were so many complaints 
about relief cases not receiving 
adequate food allowances, said Ald. 
J. W. Fry. Some on relief were 
receiving assistance to the amount 
of $1,000 per year. Many in the 
building trades were out of work 
and not on relief. How were they | 
existing? 

WERE BETTER OFF 

The alderman also drew atten-| 
tion to the fact that many in re- 
ceipt of direct relief at present were 
better off than when they were 
working for wages. “Then they 
come and say they are starving. I 
can’t understand it!” he exclaimed. 

H. F. McKee, manager of the 
special relief department, stated 
that the half-day scheme would 
make it more difficult for his de- 
partment to handle the distribution 
of men to the various jobs. 

City Engineer A. W. Haddow also 
said the present system was the 
best as far as his department was 
concerned. The city was now spend- 
ing $60 per week on street car fares 
for relief cases going to work. If 
the suggested plan were put into 


operation this cost would be 
doubled. 
Council referred to the finance 


committee the proposal made by the 
advisory committee that in the case 
of relief cases earning money for 
odd jobs that no deductions in the 
relief allowances be made until the 
recipient's earning exceed the sum 
of $4 per month per dependant

Debt A djustment 
Board Decision

Objection to a decision of the} 
Debt adjustment Board regarding | 
fees payable on an application for a 
permit to proceed against a person

Alberta Mortage Men’s Association | 
which interviewed Hon. J. F. Lym- 
burn, K.C., attorney general on 
Tuesday. | 

At the conclusion of the interview | 
it was arranged that the Association |

LONDON, June 13 A three- 
Point program to pull the world out | 
Of its slump was proposed by Pre- | 
mier Edouard Deladier of France| 
Qt today’s session of the world eco- 
fomic conference. | 

He called for currency  stabiliza- | 
tion, economic accords, and huge | 


public works schemes. The French | 
premier and Viscount Kikukiro | 
Ishii of Japan were the only two | 
major speakers of the morning ses- 
tion who did not discuss the war 
debts. 


LIBERTY OF GOLD 


“The maintenance or re-estab- 
lishment of liberty of gold move- 
ments appears indispensable to us,” 
he said. “How are you going to 
re-establish the circulation of goods 
and conclude economic accords if 
the measure of values remains de- 
pendent on caprice or  hazard?| 
What would you say of the engineer 
or architect who used an_ elastic 
yardstick?” 

The Premier said it was necessary | 
“to organize a controlled entente | 
fmong producers in order that their 
activities may be adapted to the ac- 
tual powers of consumption. 

“We believe this work must be | 
completed by a big effort toward or- 
ganization of labor, notably by the | 
adoption within international frame 
work of a reduced working week, | 
for example a week of 40 hours.” 

M. Daladier said that the third 
point in the French programme was 
a public works scheme. 


MOBILIZED CAPITAL | 

“Experience has shown that great | 
public works programmes mobilized | 
idle capital and eased international | 
activity,” he told the conference. | 
“The international labor office has | 
drawn up a vast scheme which we 
consider worthy oi the considera- | 
tion of the governments.” } 

He finished with a plea for inter- | 
national collaboration. “Dragged | 
together toward the abyss, the peo- | 
ples of the world will find relief 
only in common action to restore 
universal confidence by free and 
loyal coliaboration.”

vented from doing anything fur- 
ther along the lines that brought 
him into disrepute. 

I am sure, however, that it must 
come as @ sugprise to the thus- 
ands of people who were attend- 
ing the games in question, and 
hundreds of thousands through- 
out Canada and the United States 
who are interested in having their 
representative given a fair and 
even break to find that in a 
match of this international im- 
portance and interest, to find that 
each team brings one of the of- 
ficials, and so far as we can find 
out, without so much as submit- 
ting the name in advance, or hav- 
ing the person appointed approved 
by the other side. This permitted 
action needs only,to be stated to 
convince everyone that such a 
way of selecting officials for an 
international contest of any kind 
is absolutely wrong. 

What we saw during the Okla- 
homa-Grads game convinces us 
that such a system is open to 
abuse, and that the opening was 
taken full advantage of at this 
contest. If there is any official 
body that is assigning the respon- 
sibility of designating which 
champion team goes to Europe, 
certainly that body should have 
reserved to itself the right to aes- 
ignate the officials in charge of 
the final game. In this particular 
instance there was no question of 
finance involved, because our 
support té the Grads was always 
sufficiently forthcoming to make 
It an @asy matter to bring two 
officials, if necessary one from 
New Orleans and one from Hali- 
fax, providing the body who nom- 
inated them waz responsible for 
titeir capability and honesty, and 
assumed responsibility for their 
work, 

Now in regard to the capapili- 
ties of the Edmonton basketball 
fans to judge in regard to fouls, 
especially in the game under boys’ 
rules. We have had in the last 
ten years the best representative 
girls’ basketball teams in America 
here repeatedly, under many of- 
ficials, and it must be noticed 
that the officials chosen in Ed- 
monton and resident here, have 
without exception, been accepted 
on the return visits of the various 
teams that have played here over 
the ten-year period. No criticism 
of these Edmonton officials has 
ever been made by any group, no 
matter where they care from. 
and we have had some very 
strenuous games. So some of our 
fans know a little 

This talk of black- -listing Ed- 
monton, coming from the alleged 
coach, who, it is now admitted 
was simply filling in, while the 
real eoach acted as referee on 
Monday, and umpire at the game 
in question, gets under my skin. 
Twenty-four years in Edmonton 
have brought home to me one 
outstanding fact, backed up by no 
less an authority than Pete Stand- 
ridge, the old Calgary and Edmon- 
ton professional basebal! pitcher, 
who stated repeatedly that ev ery 
ex-big league player that was 
ever in the Western Canada Lea- 
gue, had stated they liked to play 
in Edmonton because we had the 
fairest bunch of baseball fans and 
rooters they ever played before. 
That one thing our fans were 
death on was “home” umpires. 

The episode that has been made 
so much of at the Arena, can only 
be explained by the fact tifat a 
large number of fans for ladies’ 
basketball are not usually fans 
for any other game, and the 
strenuous nature of that last per- 
iod in this particular game, nat- 
urally threw them off their stride. 

When I saw the crowd gathering 
on the basketball! floor, a minute 
after the game was over, I saw 
Edmonton Grads and supporters 
shaking hands with members of 
the O team, and there was 
no indica’ then that there was 
anything but the usual congratu- 
lations to the victors, and condol- 
ences to the vanquished.
